THE SHEEP- 
SHEARING TIME. 

A Happy Occ sion for tho Flock 
Owners and a Busy one 
For Their Wives. 

HOW THE TASK IS CARRIED OUT, 

One Kind of Work That Define 
Latnr-Sav nj Machinery, Sport 
of the Shearers. 

The Season For Political Visitors 
To Call on The 
Farmers. 



From Tl.e Ntw York Time.. 

The warm days of the past week or 
two have been with the turners of the 
Northern Stales the sheep-shearing time. 
Among Hock owners it is a particularly 
happy, though a busy season, for shortly 
they look to receive the reward of a yast 
amount of labor expended in feeding 



d to 



frmn the sale of the annual "wool clip" 
is the principal reyenue depended upon 
to pay the interest on tho mortgage or to 
lay by in stocking savings banks for the 

sort of festal occasion, and there is reason 
to believe that it has been so for ages, 
even us long ago as 3,000 years, from an 
episode narrated most graphically in the 
book of Samuel. David, not yet King of 
Ureal, hut the head of a hand of refug. es 
aud adventurers, sends to a wealthy 
tribesman, at the shearing season, de- 
manding tribute. He knows that the 
rich man will then have a great store of 
eatables and drinkables provided, and be 
gives such an el. qieut hint that it re- 
sults in his receiving a liherul share. 

Just as in the old days, the tables of 
the ilock owuer of to-day must be liber- 
ally provided, and upou the women ol 
the household falls the heavy burden of 
preparation. It is the tirst event of the 
year, barring a "raising" or a funeral, 
that partakes of the quality of neighbor- 
ing. The sheep-shearing hands are hir- 
ed, indeed, but they are drewn from the 
home comrauuity right near, all true 
neighbors not of the wandering class of 
laborers and there is much baking of 
pies and cakes and opening of canned 
fruits and cooking of meats, for shearing 
is hard work and it makes a hungry set 
of the men. 

Among tho farmers of the Central 
West where the traditions of the soil are 
still observed more regard is paid to the 
elements and the face of nature thau to 
tho calendar in laying out their work. 
"When the white oak leaves are the sue 
of a tquirrel's ear," say the wiseacres, it 
is the season for corn planting to begin 
About this time also the farmer lads 
shed boots and stockings and put their 
feet out to pasture, and schoolboys per- 
sistently "play hookey" to go Balling in 
the brooks with bent pins for hooks and 
wriggling pink worms for bait. When 
the corn bss baen dropped and covered, 
the Hock already beginning to pant and 
seek t' e coolest shadow* during the mid- 
dle of the warm days next receive* the 
farmer'* attention. 

Washing is the flist operation With 
the sheep ruuuing to haystacks or lying 
iug in barns, fleeces have become quite 
dirty, and the hay seeds and tilth that i* 
soluble must be removed. Many of the 
b*st fl .-tee-growers, toe, secrete a sort of 
yellow, gummy grease or yelk in the 
wool that injures its appeurunce, andean 
well be d it penned with. 

The methods of weahing are various. 
Where convenient the farmer often 
build* a si, , ah dam across a brook on hi* 
own place, aud taking the sheep one at a 
time scours *nd rubs the lUece roughly 
(or one to three miuuti s under a spout of 
water. In this the operator, of course, 
become* aa wet as the sheep, aud, as he 
is under the S|K>ut for hours, the opera- 
tion is really must severe on the larnier. 
Another method more comfortable, but 
less i flkieul aud rather slovenly, in fact, 
is to swim the dock two or three at a 
tiuiu for twenty or thirty feet up a shal- 
low stream, takicg paiu* to see that each 
one is completely dipped, and that none 
drowns The sheep walk aaay, tlesoe 
soaked and dripping for hums, and seek 
th* top of a hill to lie down aud dry in 
tb* sun After the washing several son- 
ny day*, usually a week or two, are need- 
ed to "let the grease rise" sgain in the 
d ■cc.\ Then the ll n k is ready for ■hear- 
ing. 

If the weather happen* to be threat- 
eniug on th* eve of shiarlng day the 
it .•• may be houaad, But ordinarily 
the sheep are brought in Iroin the n dd* 
in the tatiy morning with th* dew still 
on the H ice*.

Two Shearers, Who have been bidden

the shearer's wrist. Some shear on 
benches, others on cushions. The work 
is of a class that apparently delies the 
inroads of machinery— except the pecul- 
iarly shaped shears, 

KjcIi (hearer mskes his own choice 
from the fl Kk and work begins, and 
with it a constant conversation— gossip 
ol the neighborhood, stories, and j-st* 
upon one another. Tne flock owner 
very likely is inclined to talk tariff, if he 



interested in the duty on foreign wools 
as in the 0, t, or 10 cent* a fleece they 
expect to get for shearing. Usually in a 
a fljck there are one or two sheep from 
hich a patch of wool of a band's

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erally inordinately 
while the other shearers chaff him and ac- 
cuse him of going down on hands aud 
knees to select his victim. In every 
II /ck, likew's?, there is one sheep the 
worst of the lot for shesring, wrinkled, 
or with a gummy flicce, or perhaps with 
wide, curly horns that mske him an un- 
pleasant subject to tackle. He is known 
as the "rodney," and there is ever, to- 
ward the time when the pen grows emp- 
ty, no little malingering to avoid getting 
this undesirable victim and to be the 
iirst to get choice from the next section 
of the fl ick to enter the pen. 

Some of the wrinkly sheep— there are 
breeds w here the main object i* to pro- 
duce the largest aud heaviest folds of 
skin from neck to tail— are cruelly cut, 
under the shears, losing scores of bits of 
hide and being turned out mottled in red 
and white. The shearer who is guilty of 
this is rallied for taking the pelt with the 
tierce, and if Hies are bad he may be re- 
quired to be surgeon for his victim and 

Young beginners at shearing are nat- 
urally the worst at cutting, and usually 
there is a hi | nner on every lloor. The 
sul j 'ct of a beginner always kicks more 
than one under an experienced hand. It 
seems to kick almost iuce sintly, for the 
youth, hi sides cutting it, knows not how 
to hold it in a comfortable position. 
Once in a while it mausges to kick the 
shears aud send them flying aem s tin- 
shearing llior, which adds the element 
of danger to the sport for the reet. The 
first HON the shears iiy brings admon- 
ition ; a second, sharp inst uction, aud a 
third offense, unless by special favor, 
meaus the giving up of the shears to 
more experienced hands. 

The cus oni of large sheep owners is to 
bring to the pen, by the shearing room, 
only as many sheep at one time as will 
serye for a forenoon's or afternoon's 
work. One fl >ck after another is brought 
in from day to day, and toward the end 
the ewie, followed by young lambs. The 
hIm separated 
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and white, to find her offspring, the lamb 
at first is unable to recogniz; her by 
sight. Uy ear, however, it soon fiuds its 
dum ail follows, sorely perplexed by 
her changed appearance. 

One man, usually the owner, devotes 
his time to rolling the tleece, and can 
tike i ,ne of the work of from six to ten 
shearers. The excellence of a roller is 
shown by his ability to make the fleece 
show snowy and clean aud stick togeth- 
er well with two loops of cord about it. 
The wool is then piled and stored away 
carefully in a clean loft and kept under 
lock and key. At least it was until in 
recent year* when the price has been so 
greatly reduced. Formerly it comprise 1 
large value in comparatively small bulk, 
aud was worthy of a thief's attention 
more than almost any other product of 
the farm, but lately it bag been hardly 
worth the risk of stealing. 

Besides tieing the wool the owner ha* 
to entertain numerous visitors. The 
wool buyei* are especially numerous 
about this seawn. Sometime* they are 
epeculatois in wool for themselve*, but 
more often tbey are the agent* of soma 
New York, Boaton or Philadelphia firm. 
They know just what farmers are paitic- 
ularly in need o( money and wl at one* 
can afford to wait. Home of them with 
back t*x(* or interest due are called up- 
on and the loweet price In the market 
• tl r.-d, leaving a margin ol a cent or 
two a pound a* profit to the *g«nt. An- 
other class to be sought out early con- 
*i*t« of farmer* whose clips haye a repu- 
tation for superior excellence. These 
uiey get the lip-top price of Ihe ruling 
market. The average farmer, however, 
waits a mouth or tao, sometimes *ix, be 
foie selling It in not *o uuuiual for 
those who are well tlxed financially to 
keep their wool crop lor year* before 
marketing it. There i* on* case on re- 
cord where an Esatern Ohio farmer kept 
hi* H icce* lor twenty years till th*y wer* 
almost ruiued. Deceived by the high 
prices ruling after the war, be thought if 
he should keep hi* wool lung enough 
he would again be able to command $1 
a pound (or it instead of having to wll it, 
a* he eventually did, (or something hk* 
one (ourth the prio*. 

Still another claa* of visitor* that ara 
to be entertained comprise* the politic- 
ian* ol th* district. They *r* wall aware 
of the advantage of th* *h»ep shearing 
season in c itcbiuK number* of voter* to- 
gether and the county priuiarira are com- 
ing ou when delegaU* will be lu demand.

But to-day many thousands 
more are employed in the manufacture 
of cloth than in the days of hand labor, 
and cloth costs but a small fraction of 
what it did them.

He 
had to, otherwise he would go mad. 
Bosh! Was the workingman a saint in 
the days of hand labor? We never 
heard so. Nor do we believe it cs 
shown that he is more immoral now 
then. If we hear more about vice 
adays than formerly it is because 
things are kept track of much morec 
ly now than iu "the good old times.' 
is a new discovery of the Bishop that 
drinking and gambling are preventives 
ol madness, and are diametrically oppos- 
ed to the experience of the race, the 
teachings of the church. 

The Bishop goes on to say that the 
employer of to-day maltreats bis em- 
ployees, is constantly on the lookout for 
machinery to do the work, and that tha 
church is henceforth to be put out by 
hial on the side of the laborer. Now, it 
is a fact very much to be regretted that 
many, perhaps the majority of employ- 
ers, are far from being what they ought 
to be. There is a great deal of selfish- 
ness still remaining in the world. But it 
is just there that the work of the church 
should come in, not in taking sides and 
inciting class against class, but in striving 
to teach the employer the lesson, "Inas- 
much as ye do it nnto one of the least of 
these My brethren, ye do it unto Me ;" 
and in preaching to the employee at the 
same time the doctrine that "godliness 
with contentment is great gain." Both 
sides need to learn the Golden Kule, and 
the church ahould be the teacher. 

If the church does this she will prove 
herself the true friend of the laboring 
ind the benefactress of the race. 
But if by the Bishop's words we are to 
understand that the church is hence- 
forth to join the workingman in righting 
hia employer and in oppoaing the inven- 
tion of machinery, the church will de- 
stroy her own usefulness and will go 
down in the universal crash that must 
surely follow the senseless arraying of 
"the masses against tha classes.

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BUILD ROADS ON CREDIT. 



NafM i ii luii ■• «> >. 

A pamphlet sent ont \y i'.\o depart- 
ment of agririiltnrt' rontuin. in 
trt mi ly vigorous address in favor of 
good mnds whirh was delivered by 
Judge Thayer of Clinton, la., at a re- 
cent meeting nf the lows Bankers' as 
nation. Iu it he declares that innd 
Ugtrarayi annually costs this country in 
the destruction of vehicles, feed of extrs 
draft animals mid delay in getting prod- 
ucts to market something liko $360,- 
0110,000, of which sum the state of lows 
pays perhaps 98,000, 000. Besides this, 
says Jndgo Thayer, there must bo reck- 
oned the immense amounts each yea: 
spent, or rather thrown away, in mak- 
ing and repairing roads of tho old fash- 
ioned kind, with no result except the 
necessity of doing the work over again 
the next spring. 

What he advocates is the bonding of 
every town to an amonnt sufficient to 
build scientifically perfect roads wher- 
ever they arc needed within its bounda- 
ries and connecting with similar high- 
ways of tho adjoining municipality s. 
Judge Thayer admits that when he ad- 
vocates this plan among the farmera 
they always express a cautions dread of 
incurring n debt so large as he suggests. 
This ho finds most aggravating, and he 
is moved to give a few somewhat im- 
passioucd paragraphs on the beauties of 
debt. 

"Stagnation, savagism and iguo- 
rance," he says, "areth .fruits of trans- 
acting business on tho theory that no- 
body is entitled to tho confidence ol 
anybody. The business of civilization ia 
transacted on the credit system. Tho 
husim ss of barbarism is transacted 
tho 'no trust' plan. Tho 500,000,000 
people who go iu debt havo food to cat, 
clothes to wear ami at night a place to 
lay their heads. Tho 600.000.000 who 
do not possess sufficient confidem 
themselves to trust one another i 
tasted flour or beef, go naked and sleep 
out doors. Activity, prosperity and 
thrift aro tho fruits of mutual depend- 
ence on one another, cemented with tho 
legend, 'I promise to pay.' 

"When Columbus discovered America, 
ho found this great continent occupied 
by a race of beings who were not only 
out of debt, but who paid no taxes. 
Debt has made America what it is. Its 
fluuriidiiiur oitics, its vast system of 
railroads, it* multiplicity of industries, 
wlin h ( ;i\e employment to millions of 

position, its wonderful agriculturrul 
wealth and prosperity, could only ht 
bo< n brought about by one man using 
nnother man's money and paying som
